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REPORT 


It  would  be  a  pleasure  to  present  the  twelfth  annual  report 
of  the  Travellers’  Aid  Society  without  making  an  appeal  for 
money,  but  it  seems  to  be  the  fate  of  all  philanthropic  organi¬ 
zations  to  struggle  for  existence,  and  this  modest  little  society 
is  not  an  exception  to  the  rule.  Encouraged  by  an  increase 
in  the  receipts  of  the  year  before,  another  and  much-needed 
agent  was  added  to  the  band  of  faithful  women  who  minister 
to  the  comfort  and  protection  of  ignorant  and  innocent  young- 
travellers.  It  was  hoped  that  the  result  of  a  sale  of  useful 
and  fancy  articles,  during  the  summer,  at  Montgomery  Inn, 
Bryn  Mawr,  followed  in  the  autumn  by  another  sale  at  Hav- 
erford  Court,  Haverford,  and  later  by  an  open  meeting  at 
the  New  Century  Club,  where  Mary  Antin  stirred  a  large  and 
sympathetic  audience  by  her  graphic  portrayal  of  the  pitfalls 
that  line  “the  path  of  the  immigrant,”  would  have  brought  in 
enough  money  to  provide  for  the  addition  to  the  working 
force"  Although  each  of  these  efforts  to  add  to  the  treasury 
was  more  or  less  successful,  as  shown  by  the  Treasurer’s 
report,  the  amount  realized  has  not  been  sufficient  to  relieve 
the  managers  from  much  anxiety.  The  continued  courtesy  of 
the  New  Century  Club  is  gratefully  acknowledged,  also  the 
contributions  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  the 
Reading  Railroad  Company,  the  New  England  Society,  and 
the  individual  contributions  of  all  the  subscribers. 

But,  in  order  to  maintain  the  work  on  its  present  basis, 
without  allowing  for  further  increase,  it  requires  $1,000  more 
annually.  The  strain  of  raising  this  sum  has  brought  about 
a  realization  of  the  fact  that  an  effort  must  be  made  to  double 
the  list  of  subscribers.  The  society  believes  that  the  preven¬ 
tive  and  protective  character  of  its  work  is  of  so  much  value 
to  the  community  as  to  warrant  greater  support,  and  there¬ 
fore  feels  justified  in  making  this  appeal  to  a  generous  public.

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SOME  INTERESTING  CASES  RE¬ 
PORTED  BY  THE  AGENTS 


Three  young  Polish  girls  came  from  New  \ork  at  /.aO. 
They  quickly  followed  a  number  of  Polish  men  immigrants 
through  the  exit.  Two  of  the  men  waited  to  talk  to  the  girls 
at  the  top  landing  of  the  steps  in  the  train  shed.  I  stopped 
the  girls  and  asked  for  their  addresses.  The  man,  who  could 
speak  enough  English  to  be  understood,  said  he  was  going  0 
take  the  girls.  I  asked  him  if  he  knew  them.  He  said  they 
came  from  his  country.  I  explained  to  him  that  I  was  there 
for  the  purpose  of  placing  these  immigrant  girls  with  then 
friends.  He  talked  very  quickly  with  the  girls,  and  when  1 
asked  them  again  for  their  addresses  he  insisted  that  the> 
follow  him  down  the  steps.  I  told  him  he  could  not  take 
these  °irls  By  this  time  we  had  quite  a  number  of  passen¬ 
gers  around  us.  I  was  afraid  to  leave  them  for  a  moment, 
so  I  beckoned  for  the  tram  caller  to  get  the  special  officer 
The  officer  tried  to  explain  to  the  man  that  I  would  see  that 
the  girls  were  placed  safely  with  their  friends.  But  the  man 
would  not  listen.  I  asked  the  officer  to  try  and  get  the  girls 
into  the  waiting  room  out  of  the  crowd.  The  men  followed 
us  in  and  would  not  let  the  girls  come  into  the  small  waiting 
room,  but  took  them  over  to  the  far  side  of  the  room  ^  e 
kept  talking  to  them  in  Polish  all  the  time  They  still  refused 
to  give  me  their  addresses.  I  told  the  officer  I  could  not  do 
anything  with  the  girls  while  the  man  was  around.  By  this 
time  all  the  passengers  in  the  waiting  room  were  around  us 
The  officer  tried  again  to  reason  with  the  man  and  brought 
an  interpreter  in,  but  he  refused  to  listen.  The  officer  then 
tried  to  take  the  man  out,  but  he  acted  like  a  wild  man  and 
tore  the  coat  off  the  officer.  The  officer  then  asked  the  train 
caller  and  one  of  the  porters  to  assist  him.  They  took  him 
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down  the  freight  elevator  and  the  patrol  was  waiting.  While 
this  was  going  on  the  other  man,  who  had  been  so  quiet  and 
had  nothing  to  say  but  sat  and  looked  on,  had  moved  and  was 
sitting  talking  to  the  girls.  The  officer  came  up  and  arrested 
this  man  also.  He  was  easily  handled,  as  he  was  much 
smaller  and  quieter  than  the  other  one.  The  girls  then  gave 

me  their  addresses.  Two  of  them  were  going  to - — 

street.  The  other  one  to  -  street.  I  tried  to  reach 

their  friends  by  'phone,  but  could  not.  It  was  then  quarter 
of  ten  o'clock. 

The  chief  at  the  station,  Mr.  Narr,  came  in  and  told  me 
I  would  have  to  appear  against  this  man  at  10  o’clock  of  the 
same  night  at  City  Hall.  He  and  the  officer  would  accom¬ 
pany  me.  He  said  I  had  done  excellent  work  and  not  to  be 
annoyed  at  having  to  go  over.  I  told  him  I  would  have  to 
fix  the  girls  before  I  could  leave.  I  went  down  to  our  cab 
driver,  Mr.  Burns,  and  explained  to  him  the  case.  The  girls 
had  so  much  baggage  that  he  had  some  trouble  in  getting  it 
on  top  and  inside.  He  took  them  for  $1.00  a  piece,  very  much 
under  price,  going  such  a  distance.  They  seemed  very  well 
pleased.  I  went  up  afterward  and  found  they  arrived  home 
safely.  They  said  they  did  not  know  the  man,  and  talked  to 
him  because  he  was  one  of  their  own  countrymen.  They  said 
he  met  them  in  New  York.  I  had  the  detective  of  the  station 
to  see  me,  as  the  man  sued  the  officer  for  assault.  The  immi¬ 
gration  agent  from  Gloucester  asked  me  to  write  him  and 
give  him  the  names  and  addresses  that  they  might  have  an 
interpreter  interview  the  girls  and  see  where  this  man  met 
them.  The  man  said  in  court  he  came  to  meet  a  nephew.  He 
w  as  held  in  $400  bail  for  court,  and  the  other  man  was  given 
ten  days  in  prison. 


There  arrived  at  Spring  Garden  street  a  young  Irish 
immigrant.  She  was  accompanied  by  a  young  man.  He 
waited  outside  while  she  went  in  with  the  rest  of  the  immi- 
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grants  to  wait  until  their  friends  called  for  them.  As  their 
names  are  called  out  their  friends  take  them.  This  young 
man  kept  calling  through  the  window  to  her  to  come.  She 
kept  saying,  “Ask  for  me.  A  hen  he  came  up  to  the  door  he 
was  most  anxious  to  get  her  out,  and  I  said  to.  her,  “Is  that 
young  man  a  relative.  She  said,  “No,  very  innocently,  I 
only  met  him  on  the  train,  but  he  says  he  will  take  me  to  my 
sister's  address.”  “Well,”  I  said,  “you  cannot  go  with  him, 
and  I  should  think  you  would  know  better  than  speak  to  a 
stranger  and  depend  on  him  to  take  you  home.  You  do  not 
know  where  you  will  get  to.  I  am  here  to  take  care  of  you. 
She  said  she  did  not  think  any  harm  of  that.  The  young  man 
went  away  very  much  disappointed,  indeed.  I  kept  her  all 
night  and  took  her  to  her  sister’s  in  the  morning.  Her  sister 
nearly  fainted  when  she  saw  her  at  the  door,  not  knowing  she 
was  coming.  She  thanked  me  very  much  for  my  care  of  her. 


I  received  from  Mrs.  McCart  a  little  girl  twelve  years 
old.  She  was  from  Jersey  City.  Her  mother  lived  there,  and 
her  aunt  put  her  on  the  train  to  meet  a  lady  who  was  to  take 
her  to  be  instructed  in  theatricals,  and  she  did  not  know  where 
she  was  going.  Her  mother  did  not  know  either  where  the 
lady  was  going  to  take  her.  A  hile  I  went  up  to  Spring  Gar¬ 
den  street  Mrs.  McCart  took  her  over  to  Broad  Street  Sta¬ 
tion,  thinking  perhaps  Miss - might  be  there  waiting. 

but  she  was  not.  She  brought  her  back  to  me.  Mrs.  McCart 
then  took  her  to  the  City  Hall.  They  telegraphed  to  her 
mother  that  she  was  here  stranded,  and  was  in  care  of  the 
Travellers’  Aid,  Reading  Terminal.  I  kept  her  all  night,  and 
she  cried  the  night  long  for  her  mother.  As  there  was  noth¬ 
ing*  heard  from  her  mother  I  took  her  back  to  City  Hall,  and 
they  promised  to  telegraph  again.  I  left  her  in  care  of  the 
matron  at  City  Hall.  At  three  o  clock  in  the  afternoon  I 
learned  from  the  matron  at  the  Reading  that  her  aunt  arrived 
and  was  looking  for  her.  The  special  officer  took  her  over  to 
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City  Hall.  She  said  she  made  a  mistake  in  the  stations  her¬ 
self  and  should  have  sent  her  to  Broad  street  in  the  first  place. 
She  said  it  was  all  her  fault,  and  she  pot  the  little  girl  and 
took  her  home  with  her. 


On  the  evening  of  January  7th  a  young  colored  girl,  very 
light  in  color,  came  from  the  10.30  New  York.  She  hesitated 
and  I  followed  her  across  the  platform.  When  asked  where 
she  was  going  she  stated  a  young  man  was  to  meet  her.  I 
asked  whether  he  was  a  relative.  “No,”  she  said,  “he  was 

only  a  friend,”  and  the  address  she  had  was - .  T 

asked  who  lived  here,  and  she  stated  he  lived  here  with  his 
mother.  Well,  I  told  her  as  it  was  only  around  the  corner  I 
would  go  there  with  her  and  investigate,  as  she  said  she  had 
never  been  to  his  house  before,  but  knew  the  family  very  well. 
When  we  reached  the  southwest  corner  of  Fifteenth  and  Mar¬ 
ket  three  colored  men  accosted  us,  calling  the  girl  by  name 
of  Annetta.  The  girl  did  not  seem  to  be  very  well  acquainted 
with  them,  but  laid  down  her  bag.  One  of  the  men  said, 
“Don’t  you  remember  Sam’s  brother?  Come  along,  well  go 
have  a  drink.”  I  replied,  “You’ll  do  nothing  of  ‘the  kind.” 
They  had  the  scent  of  liquor  on  them,  but  they  were  nbt 
intoxicated.  I  told  the  girl  she  would  have  to  return  to  the 
station  with  me.  She  was  not  at  all  obstinate  in  her  manner, 
but  replied  she  did  not  know  whether  she  would  go  back  or 
not.  I  showed  her  the  badge,  and  told  her  she  must  do  as  I 
say  or  I  would  call  an  officer.  Then  one  of  the  men  picked 
up  the  bag  and  accompanied  me  back  to  the  station.  He 
stated  the  girl  was  coming  to  visit  his  mother,  that  she  lived 
in  Germantown,  and  he  asked  me  verv  politely,  “What  he 
would  have  to  do  so  that  he  could  take  the  girl  away.”  I  told 
him  to  go  to  Germantown  and  get  his  mother  to  come  for  the 

girl.  This  he  did,  and  Mrs.  Murray  turned  her  over  to  his 
mother. 
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On  the  evening  of  January  21st  a  young  colored  girl 
came  from  the  5.56  Washington.  I  followed  her  across  the 
platform,  and  asked,  “Were  you  looking  for  your  friends?’ 
“No,”  she  said,  “I  don’t  know  anyone  here.”  I  asked  her, 
“Where  are  you  going  and  what  did  you  come  here  for  ?”  She 
looked  at  the  badge  and  asked  why  I  wanted  to  know. 

By  this  time  we  had  come  to  the  head  of  the  main  stairs, 
where  some  other  colored  people,  who  had  met  the  train  she 
came  from,  were  standing.  She  went  up  and  asked  one  of 
them  whether  she  knew  of  a  colored  lodging  place,  that  she 
had  come  here  to  find  work.  The  woman  addressed  told  her, 
“I  have  rooms  to  rent,  but  I  live  away  down  town.”  I  then 
spoke  to  the  one  she  was  talking  to  and  explained  that  I 
wished  to  take  her  to  a  safe  place.  “That’s  all  right,”  the  girl 
spoke  up,  “but  I  don’t  want  to  get  mixed  up  with  no  white 
folks.”  The  woman  then  explained  to  her  that  it  was  all  right 
to  go,  that  we  were  there  to  look  after  young  girls  like  her. 
When  we  reached  the  Colored  Protective  Association  she  said, 
“Well,  I  never;  here  I  did  not  want  to  trust  you  and  you 
brought  me  to  a  place  where  I  ll  get  work  and  all,  and  them 
there  colored  folks  never  bothered  their  heads  with  me.’ 


An  officer  came  to  me  and  asked  me  to  assist  an  Italian 
woman  with  two  children  whom  some  one  brought  up  to  the 
station  from  the  Steamer  Haverford.  I  went  downstairs,  and 
a  lady  said  to  me,  “I  do  wish  you  would  take  care  of  this 
woman  with  her  children.  A  young  man  insists  on  going  with 
her  and  tells  her  she  will  be  overcharged  if  he  does  not  care 
for  her.”  '  I  asked  the  woman  if  she  knew  him.  She  said, 
“No.”  I  told  her  if  she  would  give  me  the  address  I  would 
take  her  to  her  friends.  She  seemed  very  much  relieved  and 
gave  me  the  address  and  baggage  checks.  I  asked  her  if  she 
had  money.  She  said,  “Yes.”  I  then  advised  her  to  take  a 
cab.  She  said,  “I  will  if  you  go  with  me.”  I  told  her  I  would 
be  very  glad  to  go  with  her,  and  the  baby  clung  close  to  me, 
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and  I  went  over,  got  her  baggage  and  saw  them  safely  to- 
- street,  with  many  thanks. 


A  message  was  brought  to  the  Reading  Terminal  for  me 

to  go  to - .  ‘‘There  had  been  two  young  girls  left 

there  at  four  o’clock  in  the  morning,  and  a  young  man  was 
trying  to  get  them.”  I  found  this  was  a  lodging  house  kept 
by  a  woman  that  had  received  assistance  by  an  agent  in  look¬ 
ing  for  her  daughter,  12  years  of  age,  coming  from  Bethlehem. 

She  said  a  young  man  brought  these  two  girls,  one  19 
years  of  age  and  one  17  years  of  age,  wanting  lodging  for  the 
night.  She  thought  there  was  something  wrong.  She  sent 
the  girls  to  a  room,  kept  him  in  the  hall,  then  asked  him  if  he 
was  related  to  the  girls.  He  said,  “No,  he  had  met  them  in 
the  evening  and  they  had  walked  through  the  streets  and  did 
not  know  it  was  so  late,  or,  rather,  did  not  know  the  time.” 
The  woman  then  told  him  he  could  not  stay  there,  she  had  no 
room.  He  then  insisted  to  get  the  girls.  She  refused,  and 
said  she  would  take  care  of  them  until  the  morning.  He  kept 
ringing  the  bell,  going  away  and  returning  every  few  minutes. 
She  did  not  get  to  bed  again. 

When  I  called  she  took  me  up  to  the  girls.  They  were 
both  asleep.  I  spoke  to  them,  got  their  names  and  one  address. 

One  would  not  give  her  address.  I  wanted  to  take  M - 

home ;  she  refused  to  go.  I  came  out  of  the  room,  asked  the 
woman  to  turn  the  key  in  the  door  and  not  to  alarm  the  girls, 
and  told  her  to.  keep  the  young  man  if  he  called  again.  I 
went  to  the  station  house,  Fifteenth  and  Locust.  They  com¬ 
municated  with  the  police  in  the  district  where  M— -  lived. 

They  found  M - had  run  away  from  home  the  night  before 

because  her  mother  objected  to  her  going  with  the  other  girl. 

So  a  patrol  wagon  with  two  officers  was  sent  to  -  to 

bring  the  girls.  A  message  came,  “The  young  man  was  in 
the  house,  shall  we  bring  him  also?”  The  answer  was,  “Yes,” 

and  notify  Mrs.  -  to  come  to  the  station  house.  We 

all  went  immediately  to  the  Central  Station.  The  young  man 
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was  held  for  a  further  hearing,  the  girls  were  given  in  charge 
of  the  Court  Aid  Society.  The  young  man  had  a  true  bill 
against  him,  and  is  to  appear  at  court.  He  is  out  on  bail. 
The  Court  Aid  Society  took  charge  of  the  girls. 


Two  young  Hebrew  immigrant  girls  came  in  on  the  /  .oO 
train  from  New  York.  They  were  very  well-dressed.  Both 
had  on  hats  and  coats,  and  were  with  a  well-dressed  young 
man,  apparently  a  German.  They  each  had  a  bundle  and  bag, 
while  he  had  a  large  parcel  neatly  wrapped  in  wrapping  paper, 
not  at  all  like  the  parcels  immigrants  have.  I  followed  them, 
stopped  the  girls  and  asked  for  their  address.  He  turned,  saw 
the  girls  talking  to  me,  and  told  them  to  come  on.  I  pi  evented 
them  doing  so,  and  asked  him  if  he  was  with  them.  B\  this 

time  I  had  the  address  of  both  girls ;  one  was  — : - street, 

the  other  was - —  street.  He  said  the}  lived  on 

_ street,  and  he  was  going  to  take  them  home.  I  told  him 

I  was  there  to  look  after  these  girls  and  would  take  them 
home  myself.  He  said  it  was  not  worth  while  for  me  to  when 
he  could  put  them  on  the  car  just  as  well.  One  of  the  girls 
said  to  me  “my  brother.”  I  nodded  and  motioned  to  the 
waiting  room.  I  afterward  learned  she  believed  and  told  the 
other  girl  that  I  would  take  them  in  the  station  where  their 
relatives  were  waiting.  One  had  sent  a  telegram  to  her  brothei 
and  the  other  to  an  aunt  to  meet  them.  They  told  this  man 
so  on  the  train,  but  he  never  looked  around  or  gave  them  a 
chance  to  see  if  any  one  was  there  to  meet  them,  but  was  tak¬ 
ing  them  right  out.  I  phoned  to  -  street  and  asked 

the  brother  to  come  for  his  sister  at  once,  which  he  did.  The 
other  girl  I  had  to  take  home,  as  I  could  not  get  anyone  for 
her  on  the  'phone.  I  asked  the  girls  how  they  came  to  be  with 
this  man.  They  told  me  he  moved  over  to  the  seat  next  to 
them  and  started  a  conversation.  Asked  them  their  addresses, 
after  seeing  them  he  told  them  he  lived  near  them  and  would 
take  them  home.  Both  the  brother  and  the  aunt  realized  the

danger  the  girls  might  have  been  in,  and  were  very  thankful 
to  me  for  taking  care  of  them. 


.  One  night  two  little  girls,  15  years  of  age,  came  into  the 
station  and  seated  themselves  on  chairs  in  the  private  wait- 
roorn.  They  wore  no  hats,  but  had  a  straw  valise  with 
t  iem.  In  a  few  minutes  I  went  to  them  and  asked  them  where 
t  e\  y  ere  going.  They  said  they  had  come  from  Wilmington 
m  the  early  part  of  the  evening,  on  their  way  to  visit  one  of 
the  girl  s  aunts,  but  had  lost  her  address  on  the  train.  They 
thought  they  would  wait  in  the  station  until  day  light,  and 
then  probably  they  would  be  able  to  locate  her.  I  was  sus¬ 
picious  of  them  being  runaways,  so  brought  the  officer  in. 
who  questioned  them  very  closely.  They  finally  admitted  that 
the}  were  runaways.  The  larger  of  the  two  girls,  who  did  all 
t  e  talking,  said  she  had  a  step-mother  and  could  not  get  along 
with  her,  so  coaxed  the  other  girl  to  run  away  with  her.  They 
got  in  with  two  young  men  after  they  got  here,  who  took  them 
to  a  moving  picture  show,  and  told  them  if  they  would  eo 
vith  them  all  night  they  would  find  nightgowns  for  them  and 
then  m  the  morning  would  find  their  aunt.  The  smaller  girl 
became  frightened  and  come  back  to  the  station,  and  the  other 
girl  came  with  her.  The  officer  took  them  to  the  House  of 
Detention. 


,  December  24th  a  special  officer  at  Market  street  ferrv 
phoned  to  the  Bureau  of  Information  and  wanted  a  Tarvellers’ 

:  u  ’  •  ThfV  came  ^or  me>  and  he  said  there  was  a  young  Tew- 
lsh  girl  there  and  had  been  there  from  8  A.  M.  She  did  not 
have  any  address  and  could  not  speak  anv  English,  and  he 
was  atraid  she  might  get  lost.  I  went  down  to  Market  street 
ern  and  took  her  to  The  Rebecca  Gratz  House.  She  had 
come  from  Woodbine,  N.  J.,  where  she  had  been  living  with 
her  uncle  and  working  at  dressmaking,  but  did  not  make 
enough  money,  and  she  was  coming  to  her  cousin's,  who  had 
a  dressmaking  place  in  Philadelphia.  She  had  lost  the  address. 
I  hey  said  they  would  write  to  the  uncle. 


YEARLY  REPORT  OF  THE  ASSOCIA¬ 
TION  FOR  PROTECTION  OF 
COLORED  WOMEN 


No.  of  passengers  met  by  boat  line  and  train 
during  the  year  1913,  660. 

As  the  work  of  the  Association  for  Protection  of  Colored 
Women  grows,  so  the  situation  at  the  docks  improves.  This 
improvement  is  being  accomplished  by  persistent  and  hard 

work. 

The  green  countrv  girl  continues  to  come  to  town  who 
has  no  conception  nor  idea  of  the  dangers  in  the  large  city 

she  is  to  meet. 

In  comparing  the  yearly  number  of  girls  traveling  North 
from  the  South  bv  boat  line,  we  find  that  the  number  this  year 
is  not  quite  as  large  as  in  past  years.  This,  we  feel,  is  due  to 
two  causes — the  result  of  literature,  which  we  have  sent  South 
setting  forth  conditions  in  the  northern  cities,  which  may  be 
discouraging  immigration  in  large  numbers;  secondly,  because 
boat  lines  are  carrying  more  freight  than  formerly.  Many 
passengers  come  as  far  as  Baltimore  by  water  and  from  Balti¬ 
more  to  Philadelphia  by  rail,  as  it  is  faster  travel. 

Dock  worker  continues  her  visits  to  B.  &  O.  Station.  A 
few  come  each  day  who  are  grateful  for  assistance. 

One  of  the  interesting  cases  of  the  year  is  that  of  a 
young  girl  only  sixteen  years  of  age  coming  from  Sussex 
County,  Virginia,  going  to  Wildwood,  N.  J.,  to  join  her 
mother,  who  had  gone  ahead  of  her  to  find  employment  for 
them  both.  Being  poor,  she  only  could  send  .the  girl  her  car- 
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fare.  When  the  girl  reached  here  she  was  tired  and  hungry. 
I  carried  her  to  the  Camden  side  where  she  later  boarded  a 
train  for  Wildwood.  I  gave  her  breakfast  and  a  little  car¬ 
fare,  so  if  she  missed  her  mother,  who  was  to  meet  her  at 
the  station,  she  might  ride  to  the  address  given  her. 

The  girl  was  very  grateful,  and  after  reaching  Wildwood 
sent  me  a  very  nice  letter,  saying  how  very  grateful  she  and 
her  mother  .were  for  my  help.  She  said,  “I  was  so  tired  and 
hungry  I  would  have  gone  with  most  any  one  if  I  had  not 
met  you.” 

Another  case  is  that  of  two  other  women  and  a  girl,  fif¬ 
teen  years  old,  met  by  worker.  They  expected  a  friend  to 
meet  them,  who  did  not  come,  and  they  asked  our  aid  and 
help  to  find  work.  While  attending  to  the  transfer  of  their 
baggage  we  met  a  man  whom  one  of  the  women  claimed  to 
have  known,  and  gone  to  school  with.  He  wanted  to  take 
them  with  him,  which  we  would  not  permit.  The  next  day 
another  man  came  from  Carnell,  Bucks  County,  after  the 
women,  saying  he  had  sent  one  of  them  money  to  come  on 
and  intended  to  marry  her.  We  tried  to  persuade  him  to 
marry  her  before  taking  her  into  the  country,  but  he  refused 
to  do  so,  saying  he  was  not  ready.  The  other  woman  then 
said  another  man  had  sent  her  money  likewise  to  come  on  and 
was  going  to  marry  her.  Their  story  was  not  satisfactory, 
so  we  objected  to  their  taking  the  young  girl  with  them.  We 
called  up  police  officials  to  interview  the  party,  who  advised 
letting  the  older  women  go,  but  not  the  girl  until  her  parents 
could  be  communicated  with.  The  young  girl  is  still  with  us. 
and  is  employed,  but  the  other  women  have  never  been  heard 
from.  The  girl’s  parents  were  very  thankful  that  we  kept 
her.

BY-LAWS 

OF 

The  Travellers’  Aid  Society  of  Philadelphia 


The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  the  Travellers’  Aid  Society 
of  Philadelphia. 

Membership. 

The  Council  shall  be  composed  of  two  delegates  each  from  the 
different  societies  of  Philadelphia  in  sympathy  with  work  for  the  care 
and  protection  of  women  and  children,  and  thirty  elected  members 
from  the  community  at  large. 

Any  one  may  become  a  member  who  is  interested  in  the  aims  of 
the  Society  and  will  contribute  $1.00  a  year  to  its  support. 

Officers.

The  active  work  of  the  Society  shall  be  vested  in  an  Executive 

anddah^d :ed  ttr°m  CTid  b'I  the  Council  insisting  of  the  four  officers 
&ht  directors.  The  four  officers  shall  be  elected  annually.  The 
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eight  directors  shall  be  divided  into  two  classes  of  four  each  to 
serve  two  years,  provided  that  at  the  first  election  the  eight  shall  be 
elected  and  shall  immediately  divide  themselves  by  lot,  one  class  to 
serve  one  year,  the  other  two  years.  Thereafter  four  directors  shal 

be  elected  annually. 

Five  members  of  this  Board  shall  make  a  quorum. 


Meetings. 

The  Executive  Board  shall  meet  on  the  last  Tuesday  in  each 

Meetings  of  the  Council  shall  be  held  in  October,  November, 
January,  February,  March,  April  and  May.  Special  meetings  may  be 
called  by  the  President  or  by  the  request  in  writing  of  live  members

The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  in  February,  when  the  election 

of  officers  shall  be  held. 
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
